A. threatening the 
pullintr down of the statue, a reporter 
waited ou the reverend gentleman to ascer- 
tain what foundation, if any, was for such 
alarm. Ucv. Fr. Joyce said he had re- 
ceived a clipping from the vile paper, tlie 
British American, making allusion to the 
statue, but he had not received any threat- 
ening letter. 


But this is not tho only ridiculous story, 


for in the campaign just past, (and possibly 
in the one to come,) the air has been full 
of rumors of internal strife arising from 
religious dilt'eieuees. One aud all were 
probably as absurd as the above.

Nntlilae to Work Upon. 


The question of motive in tha murder of

one iu having tha mother aud daughter 
dead. Even on the ground of a desire, for 
revenge the oflicera have been unable to 
show BuHlciiiut feeling for so terrible a sat- 
isfuct;on. 


There was trouble in the family, and it 


led to wordy warfare, but there was 
nothing to induce crime in cue quarrels. 
They were family jars, notrows, aud while 
it in true threats were heard they were not 
threats of death. 


It hivs been suggested that, as tbe, father 


was almost dead from a. lingering disease, 
the securing of tha m-oporty by the chil- 
dren would be hastened by the caking oH 
of the mother, and such a thought as that 
might buve led to the murder; but, on the 
other baud, it Is argued that the settling 
up of tbe property would not allow more 
than nbouc $1200 for eaoh obild, und It is 
re :nrd,ed as impossible that any ona ubould 
want to kill a mother for suoh a sum. as 
that. 


Still there ara but two avenues open for 


a theory of the motive, and both seem too 
narrow to • satisfy iii auy wiiy the people 
of ihe community.

dent of Orange. N. ,T. The letter Htated 
that tlio writor-had spoken to the foreman 
of a g&iig of worltingmen and had secured 
a job for his brother atthe wages of £1.25 
per day. Tho letter also contained a 
ticket for passage from Naples to Now 
York. These facts were stated in the 
affidavit of the- immigrant. The board 
of special inquiry decided that the man 
could not under tho law be admitted to 
the country, but must be,returned to 
Italy at tho expense or tho steamship 
company which brought him over. A 
rehearing was had, and the board con- 
firmed its former decision. Appeal was 
taken to Immigration Superintendent 
Stump at Washington, and tho decision 
of the board of special inquiry was sus- 
tained.

The claim of ths Italian of the right

After the mnttcr was fully explained 


to mo by Deputy Immigration Commis- 
sioner Edward F. McSweeney, when I 
visited Ellis island, I realised tho im- 
portance of this decision, which has of 
course become a precedent applicable to 
all similar cases. Under a broad defi- 
nition of the word "family" those for- 
eigners who are already reaidents oc the 
country or those who in:ty hereafter be- 
come residents could contract for em- 
ployment for brothers, sisters, fatherSj 
mothers, uncles, aunts, cousins, etc., 
and BO assist in bringing over the whola 
population of their native countries i£ 
work could be found for all. Of course 
they could not como iu gangs, hut ship- 
loads could como just the' same, each in- 
dividual being aided and contracted for 
by his brother, uucle or some other rel- 
ative, and the law prohibiting the im- 
portation of aliens "assisted," or "under 
contract to work," vrould be practically 
a dead letter. In fact, tho trick was bo- 
ing worked very extensively and would 
have been extended in its operations as 
soon as business begins to pickup in this 
country but for the timely action of the 
immi'rra.tion officials. 


While L advocate tho adoption of 


measures whiuli, it appears to ine, will I 
assist in the enforcement of the law re-1 
latiiig to contract labor, I do not want 
to be set down as the friend of all that 
ia contained iu onr iimniHi'ntion laws, | 
nor as countenancing to tho slightest ex- 
tent tlio cries for more rigid restriction 
of immigration.

OUT OF DOOR SKETCHES. 


Aii Easy tesson at tlie Best Season .For 


ISj'jjin ncrs. 


Few amateurs take up the study of paint- 


ing without the Uk-a of eventually sketch- 
ing in the open air. The late sumruifr and 
autumn is tho best timo to work, as the 
scenery its then more varied "thiin earlier in 
the year. A gray day is preferable for the 
beginner to a sunny one, objects being 
much more distinct than if obscured by a 
heat mist. 


I t when sketching you intend to give 


your whole mind to the work, and if time 
is of value to you, do not set out with poor 
material. A cheap, shaky easel should be 
avoided. Do not have a three legged stool, 
as it cramps tho limbs, besides interfering 
with your risiuj? to step back from your 
picture as frequently as desirable, a thing 
which students aro apt to forget. 


Tho wish to put detail into any part of a 


tree or foreground often confuses u begin 
ner. A small brush maybe u.«ed, but/the 
color must not bo applied in dots and spot« 
or ihe result will bo weak and without 
form or color. Variety of color aud form 
is essential iu all detail work. 


Unless you tire a first rate draftsman, fa- 


miliar with the theory of composition, 
avoid trying to improve on nature. Do not 
be too anxious to choose an easy subject for 
landscape work, as you therefore betray 
lack of talent and self reliance. 


A picture should never look labored. II 


it bo overworked, it will have a heavy, life 
less appearance. 


It is wrung to say that we paint things 


as we see them. Did we do so, we should 
have to compete with nature. Flat and 
simple parts may be rendered realistically, 
but no painter can model the larger forms 
with equal force; therefore all the lesser de- 
tails must harmonize with the larger. De- 
tails may enliven, but they do not produce 
a iiraceful picture. 


Thy choice of material often puzzles the 


beginner. To begin, The Art Amateur, au- 
thority for the foregoing useful items, wt- 
vises that water colors are infinitely better 
suited for sketching than oils. If for no 
other reason, they should be used on ac 
count of the facility with which the sketches 
can bo carried, anil also because fao iruch 
pnruphprualla is riot necessary.

man sketching block, a water bottle with a 
tin cup, i\ box of colors, a pencil and a few 
brushes is all that is absolutely necessary 
Au easel and stool can perfectly well be 
done without if the student does not wish 
to be burdened with them.

designs and wraiigement* art) specially no- 
ticeable in tea cloths, doilies, sideboard 
elot!}>, et<j, ^ Among new tea elolha JH ouo 
of white Itn^u, embroidered, at the corners 
in white and.Pa'e blue flax. The design con- 
sists of sprnys of white clematis. The tea 
doily is hemstitched and has the initial of 
the owner embroidered ou 0116 corner. An- 
cthor tea cloth is of cornflower blue linen, 
on which a graceful design of daisies, grass 
and dragon flies is carried out in white flax. 
Thu effect is excellent. 


Tea cloths and «loi lies of brilliant coloring 


are Quite popular, us, for example, a yellow 
tea cloth, %Vlth a border of nasturtium^ in 
cut or Roman embroidery, carried out in 
shades of apricot, pink and grecu. 
The 


graceful leaf edge is buttonholed, and the 
doifics match. The combination, of colors 
ia art.isfcic .*iud delicate. 
In simpler style is nn attractive tea cloth 


of white lincu, with a border of geranium 
pink lawn; sprays of white chrysanthe- 
mums tied, wkh pink ribbon arc embroi- 
dered in the corners. Tlio same design is 
also worked roost effectively in white and 
bluo on a prettily hemstitched cover of 
white fancy damask. 


Among the more elaborate tea cloths i3 


"Thq Poppy," worked on rose pink linen, 
with hemstitched border, the design beink' 
poppies interwoven with ribbon, carried 
out in various shades of rose pink arid dull 
groan flax. Tht1 doilies that are Used with 
this cover arc in the form of a large, open 
poppy, handbomely embroidered to match. 


One more cloth, also elaborate, has a cen- 


ter of ivory silk brocade, edged with a deep, 
bntulsome border of plain silk to match. 
Peeping out from the border are bunches of 
trailing Culifonmiclematis, embroidered iu 
pale yellow, yrc'eii and orange silks. The 
effect is most novel. 


Celery on Toast. 


In preparing celery for the table much of 


the, fresh, tender, green part is thrown 
away. An axchungc gives a recipe for mak- 
ing a most appetiaing dish with it. Wash 
these waste portions undent in pieces about 
three-fourths of an inch long and put it in 
a saucepan with a little water to boil, let- 
ting it Dimmer for an hour and a half or 
two hours, addi-eg a pinch of salt. Jjet the 
water boil nearly out, then add a, little 
cream, a small piece of butter and a little 
tlour or cornstarcb wet with water. The 
cornstarch iarnuch more delicate, although 
some people seem to prefer flour. When 
done this should be like a thick batter. 
Slices of toast may be prepared and the hot 
celery put upon them, a larue spoonful t« a 
slice. A tiny bit of butter and the K'list 
possible dash of pepper may be added; then 
send to the table and survo immediately.

Sago Pudding In Two Stylos.

Sclincbclito, tho New Explosive, 


Yet another smokeless powder has been 


invented and put to the teat. The inventor 
is 31. 1'Abhe Schnebelin, who recently R.IVB 
a trial of his new explosive at Nun head, 
says an English journal, In the first place 
the abbe made sonic of his powder in the 
presence of tiiecron'd. Taking some of the 
powder in its manufactured state, the abbe 
placed it ou an anvil. He commenced by 
hitting the grains M'ith a hammer, but the 
concussion did nothing but grind the pow- 
der finer. Friction, too, was proved to have 
no effect upon the substance, and then the 
abbe applied a lighted match to a small 
heap of it. Xot even a blade of grass was 
blown up. The powder burned with a 
bright light, but without the lebist defla^ 
gration. Nothing short of .a hermetically 
sealed quantity is susceptible to concussion. 
The cartridges were made up with a gov- 
ernment bullet, the range was 100 yards, 
and the bullet went througa an eighth-inch 
plate of Bessemer steel, and through four 
inches of the wood against which the plate 
rested. This, too, was with the sporting 
powder, which is not nearly so strong as 
the concentrated or warfare powder.

lays: Withdraw air from a glass jar with 
in air pump, and a feather within the 
vacuum formed will drop with the same 
velocity as lead, or, on the other hand, you 
can compress air until it*is heavier to the 
Erjnarc inch than wood, in -which case wood 
will float in the air. 
The lifting power of. a 


cyclone is caused (1) by the compression or. 
density of tho air, and (2) by its velocity. 
Combining the power of density with, that 
of velocity,- which occurs at the center or 
funnel, no power can resist it. The feeling 
of suffocation or difficulty in breathing 
when near the track of a. cyclone is caused 
from the compression, of air.

nounced Utterly False. 


If all the strange stories which are float- 


ing around have a grain of truth in them 
this city of ours will be iu u ferment before 
long. 


Tonight at 7.30 o'clock is the time ap- 


pointed, according to the rumors, for n 
grand demonstration of the local A. P. A., 
the strength of which body has been vari- 
ously estimated al i'rom 20 men to 20,000. 


Of all the ridiculous, absurd and at the, 


.«ami, timo humorous stories over circulated 
is the one concerning tonight's affair. 
It 


in about as sensational as this"bomb" story 
made public in Boston a week aao today, 
according to which a bomb was to bo 
exploded to wreck the North end in Bos- 
ton. 


Now the local story is that the A. P. A., 


will parade on 
Central and ATerrinmck 


streets and finally gather in Columbus pnrk 
for the purpose of tearing down a statue 
recently placed there. Such is the plan of 
campaign or warfare, as a young man told 
the writer. That anyone should entertain 
aa true so ridiculous a story goes beyond a 
sober man's comprehension. 


Its absurdly is instantly shown in the 


statement that the statue 
in 
question 


is fully 100 feet above the 
street 
and 


required three weeks of hard labor by 
a number of men at considerable expense 
to place 
in position. But nevertheless 


newspaper men expect to see half the city 
turn out to witness the demonstration and 
have already secured best positions along 
tho lino and in the park, engaged corps of 
artists and imported writers of tho dime 
novel stamp to "do up" the sensation to 
the "queen's taste." 


When THE SUN bean] the rumor that 


TJov. Fr. Joyce, O. M. I., had received a 
letter from the A. P. A. threatening the 
pulling down of the statue, a reporter 
waited on the reverond gentleman to ascer- 
tain what foundation, if any, was for such 
alarm. 
RBV. Fr. Joyce said he had re- 


ceived a clipping from the vile paper, tlie 
British American, making allusion to the 
statue, but he had not received any threat- 
ening letter. 


But this is not the only ridiculous story, 


for in the campaign just past, (and possibly 
in the one to come,) the air has been full 
of rumors of internal strife arising from 
religious dift'e ences. One and all were 
probably as absurd as the above. 


Humors of a similar nature have been put 


in circulation concern ing a number of busi- 
ness men. There may be truth in these 
stories so far as they bave reference to 
some ouen, but they undoubtedly implicate 
some who have no sympathy wharever 
with the ^ . P. A. or any Kindred society. 
It is a matter of common report that such 
and such a merchant along the street is a 
member of tho A. P. A. "Have you heard 
that Mr. 
is a member of the A. P. A.?" 


is a question asked. This loads to the circu- 
lation of a charge which if true cannot do 
too much harm to the merchant mentioned 
but if false is an outrage of the most dam- 
aging kind. One of the business houses 
against which this charge has been made 
is that of Putnam <fc Son. Those who are 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Putnam 
know that lie has no sympathy with such 
movements and if he had he would not be 
foolish enough as ft business man to con- 
nect himself with such a dark lantern soci- 
ety of bigots. As a matter of fact the A. 
P. A, is more of a throat than a reality. 


In response to a direct question by a re- 


porter of a morning paper, "Are 
you or 


either of you a member of the A. P. A.?" 
Mr. Frank Putnam answered, ''Neither of 
us is now or ever was a member of such 
society.*' In fact, he said, they never 
heard of the existence of any such organi- 
zation until about ten.days ago. 


"Under what circumstances!" 
Sir. Putnam answered "A man came 


into our store and said, '1 understand that 
you belong to the A. P. A.' We asked him 
what the A. P. A was, for up to that time 
we had never heard of it. lie said it was 
a society pledged not to employ or vote 
fora Catholic. Wo answered that more 
than 
one-half of our employes were 


Catholics, some of whom had been with 
us more than twenty years, and that an- 
swered conclusively ouo half the story,and 
as to voting for Catholics we never thought 
of drawing a religious lino in civil affairs, 
but have voted for the best men whether 
they were Catholics or Protestants. The 
senior member of the firm added that he 
was elected to the board of aldermen some 
years ago and he should bo greatly sur- 
prised if a good many Catholics did not 
vote for him. 
"We heard the charge made against us," 


continued Mr. Putnam, "but wo thought 
it too absurd to notice; but if you believe 
there arc people in this community who 
teally take any stock in this absurd story 
you may for us deny it in whole and every 
part. Neither of us is or ever was a mem- 
ber 01 the A. P. A., or any similar society 
secret or otherwise, and we have no affilia- 
tion political or otherwise, with any such 
association. 
We don't know the name or 


residence of a single member, and were as 
much surprised as any one could bs when 
told the story that was being circulated." 


The same charge has been made to a 


lessor degree against a clothing firm a few 
doors from Putnam & Son's, but with 
equal groundlessness. Catholics should not 
heed such idle rumors.

foundation for them the men who foment 
such discord will not be spared .publicity 
nd condemnation in THE SUN.

ton. 


Now the local story is that the, A. P.A., 


will parade on Central and Merrimack 
streets and finally gather in Columbus park 
for the purpose of tearing down a statue 
recently placed there.

An f Important Decision Bearing on "Assisted" 


Immigration—Commissioner McSweeny's Sug- 
gestion to Labor Organization—Effect of Hard 
Times. 


A recent decision made by Superin- 


tendent of Immigration Stamp h.'ia sot- 
tied a question that for somo mrmlh^ 
has been unrlcr discussion by labor lend 
ers and tho attaches of the immigration 
bureau at tho i>ort uC Kc-w Yorlc. The 
point at issue was as to tho right of a 
resident of this country to assist a 
brother to corno hero from a foreign 
conntry to tako Tvork socurc'l for him in 
advance oC his coming, Tlie case iipou 
•which thcdecicion was made \vas that ol 
an Italian -who came Vn Now York in an- 
swer to a latter from bin brother, a resi- 
dent of Orange,.N. J. 
The letter statecl 


that the writer had spokon to the foreman 
of a gang of workingmen and had secured 
a job for his brother at tlie wages of $1.25 
per day. The letter also contained a 
ticket for passage from Naples to New 
York. These facts were stated in tlic 
affidavit of tho immigrant. 
Tho board 


of special inquiry decided that tha man 
could not under the law be admitted to 
the country, but -must b8 returned to 
Italy at the eipenae of the steamship 
company which brought liim over. A 
rehearing was bad, and the board con- 
firmed its former decision. Appeal wag 
taken to Immigration Superintendent 
Stump at Washington, and the decision 
of the board of special inquiry ivas sus- 
tained. 


Tho part of the immigration law un- 


der which this case came is as follows: 


* * * It shall Ijc unlawful Cor uny'porson, 


compciDy, partnership or corpoi-aLiou in any 
manner whatsoever to prepay the tranaporLa- 
IJon or in any way assist or encourage tlic im- 
portation or migration of nny. alien or ullens, 
cny TorciKner or foreiffncrd, into the United 
Slates, Its territories or tho District of Colum- 
bia., nnder contract or oKi-eomcjiit, pavolo or 
special, express or implied.

The claim of tho Italian of tho right 


to land, as made through his attorney, 
was based upon the exception quoted, 
allowing an individual to assist ''auy 
member of his family," but the decision 
of the suvterintendentis that one's brother 
is not a member of his family, a family 
in such cases being limited to a husband, 
wife and their dependent children. 


After the matter was fully explained 


to me by Deputy Immigration Commis- 
sioner Edward F. McSweuiiey, when I 
visited Ellis island, I realized the im- 
portance of this decision, which has of 
course become a precedent applicable to 
all similar cases. Under a, broitJ defi- 
nition of tha word "family" those for- 
eigners who are already residents of the 
country or those who may hereafter be- 
come residents could contract for em- 
ployment for brothers, sisters, fathers, 
mothers, uncles, annts, cousins, etc., 
and so assist in bringing over the whole 
population of their native countries if 
work could bo found for all. Of course 
they could not come in gangs, bnt ship- 
loads could come just the game, each in- 
dividual being aided and contracted for 
by his brother, uncle or some other rel- 
ative, aid tho law prohibiting the im- 
portation of aliens "assisted," or "nnder 
contract to work," would be practically 
a dead letter. In fact, the trick -was be- 
ing worked very extensively and would 
have been extended in its operations as 
soon as business begins to pickup in this 
conntry bnt for tho timely action of the 
immigration officials. 


Deputy Commissioner McS weenoy told 


me of a plan which he has in mind 
-whereby the labor organi2ations of tlio 
country could render incalcnlablo as- 
sistance to the department in tlio en- 
forcement of the law against immigrants 
under contract. Briefly stated it is this-. 
Organized labor in any part of thecovm- 
try could notify the superintendent of 
immigration at Washington and through 
him the officials at the various ports of 
n proposed strike or lockout where for- 


at thn coming sessions of the general as- 
sembly of the Kniyhts of Labor'aa'il the 
American Federation of Labor.

As I \vatched 


the inspection of the steerage, passengers 
from a French steamer at Ellis island 
the other day' I thought of the anti- 
immigration agitation in France and 
England. ' "When we consider these 
tilings, we are prone to think that our 
Christian civilization is afr!ct;ted KimiJar- 
ly to what was said of the state of Den- 
marls.

Steps to Mate Up the Deficit in 


Revenue. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. :!.— Ten days or« 


fortnight will probably see the new Demo- 
cratic tariff bill given to the public. The 
Democratic members of the ways »nd 
moans committee have not yet made their 
final revision of any of the schedules, but 
n number of them are decided upon for all 
practical purposes and will not be changed 
txcept in minor details. 


The policy of a revenue tariff will be 


pretty closely adhered to in dealing with 
taw materials, and particularly mixed 
goods, and considerable cuts will be made 
on finished products. 


The Democratic members decided at the 


outset that they would accept the declara- 
tion of the Chicago platform regarding 
their rule of action. That platform de- 
clared that tbe party "indorse the efforts 
made by the Democrats of the present 
congress to modify ita most oppressive 
features in the direction of free raw mate- 
rials and cheaper manufactured goods 
that enter into general consumption." 


There »re reasons for saying, therefore, 
that the Democratic members under thia 
provision will embody in the bill substan- 
tially all the "pony" tariff bills which 
passed the house in the Fifty-second con- 
grass—providing fur free wool and re- 
duced duties on woolen goods, free silver 
ore, reduced dutiea on. tinplate, free cotton 
aud free tin. 


An Important Item. 


Tbe wool schedule may be slightly modi- 


fied in the definitions of goods, but it is 
believed that the duties will remain sub- 
stantially the same—tbe maximum beinK 
40 per cent and tbe ad valorem i ates below 
that figure being generally reduced 5 per 
cent. 


Tbe provision regarding silver lead ores 


BitbataatitiUy will be that enacted by the 
Fifty-second congress—lead ore shall pay 
1 1-3 cents per pound, but that ores in 
which the value of the silver is greater 
than that of the lend shall be considered 
silver ores aud axt-tnpt from duty. 


The duty on tinpliite is likely to be re- 


duced from 2.2 cents to 1 cent per pound 
for the present, with perhaps a reduction 
after a few ye.irs to the free list. 


The bills which passed the house in the 
last congress re^aiding cotton bngc^ing 
and binding twine mtide both absolutely 
free of duty, but iherc has been souie op- 
position to those provision* on the ground 
that they were not in harmony with other 
parts of the tariff, and a moderate duty 
may be retained. 


iilock tin will probably be made free of

Covering* ConiiU 


China ware schedules will probably be 


reduced 10 per cent on tlie oxistiujj sales 
of 60 per cent arid 55 yer went. The _Ic- 
Kinlcy bill restored tha duty on coverings, 
which are a Inrge element in the coat o£ 
china ware, and practically made tho in- 
creuifi in duty much greater than the ap- 
part nr, change in the ad valorem rate. 


The silk mterestH may not suffer much 


of a cut. and the duties may be left "at 50 
per cent, as under existing laws. 


The iron schedule will, it is believed, 


give the, committee a good deal of trouble 
because of the conflict of interests between 
the New England members, who desire 
free iron ores and free coal, and the mem- 
ber"! from northern Alabama and eastern 
Tennessee, who desire the retention of the 
duty. 


The threatened deficit in the revenue 


•will be m*t by an income tax, if some of 
tbe Democratic members of the house 
who are urging the proposition aro to be 
believed. The pressure has been strong to 
impose a moderate tax on incomes nbo^e 
$2500 in pretarencw to putting duties back, 
on tea, coffee or sugar. Tom Johnson of 
Ohio has protested very earnestly ngam.st 
restoring tha sugar duty and haa had the 
bupport of other western members in pre- 
ferring a moderate income tax to a re- 
newal of the customs duties on the neces- 
saries of life. 


To He Figured on l,at«r! 


The exnct rate of tbe income tax hag not 


been determined, but it will apply to all 
incomes above the amount named, with 
certain allowances for house rent and for 
losses through flre or other causes, it is 
calculated that an immense revenue can 
be derived from a very small tax upon tbe 
incomes earned by professional and busi- 
ness meu throughout the country, and 
this will equalise the disproportionate 
burden imposed upon tbe poor by some of 
the tariff duties. 


The adoption of the income tax will 


practically settle the question of increases 
in the intern*! revenue taxes on whisky, 
beer and tobacco. It is possible that a 
very small increase will be made on 
whisky, but the rates on tobacco are likely 
to be left unteuchid.

The policy ol a revenue tariff will ba 


pretty closely adhered to in dealing with 
raw materials, and particularly mixed 
goods, and considerable cuts will ba mode 
on finished products. 


The DEmocrntic members decided at the 


outset that they would accept the declara- 
tion, of the Chicago platform regarding 
their rule of action. That platform de- 
clared that the party "Indorse tlie efforts 
made by the Democrats of the present 
congress to modify its most oppressive 
fentures in. the direction of free raw mate- 
rials and cheaper manufactured goods 
that enter into general consumption."

The exact rate of the income tax has not

certain allowances fur house rent and for 
losses through fire or other causes, fe is 
calculated that an immense revenue cau 
be derived from a very small .tax upon tbe 
incomes earned by professional and busi- 
ness men throughout the country, and 
this will eoualize the disproportionate 
burden imposed upon the poor by some of 
the tariff duties. 


The adoption of the income tax will 


praaticaUy settle the question of increases 
in the internal revenue tuxas on whisky, 
beer and tobacco. It is possible that a 
very small increase will be made on 
whisky, but the rates on tobacco are likely 
to be left untauched.

OUT OF 1>OOK SKETCHES. 


An Easy Lesson ut the Jiest Season for 


ISpgiunors. 


Pew amateurs takc'up the study of paint- 


ing without the idea of eventually aketeh- 
ing in the open nir. Tho late 8u,ipm<nf flthd 
autumn is tho bust time to work, as the 
scenpry is then more varied than earlier in 
the year. A gnly day is preferable for the 
beginner to ;i sunny one, objects being 
much more distinct than It obscured by a 
heat mist. 


If when sketching you intend' to give 


your whole mind to tho work, and if time 
is of value to you, dp not set out with poor 
material. A cheap, shaky easel should be 
avoided. Do not have a three legged stool, 
as it cramps the limbfs, besides Interfering 
with your risittg to step back from your 
picture tis frequently as desirable, a thing 
which students arc apt to forget, 


Tho wish to put detail into any part of a 


tree or foreground often confuses a begin- 
ner. A small brush may be used, but the 
color must not be applied In dots and spots 
or the result will be weak and without 
form or color. Variety of color and form 
is essential in all detail work. 


Unless you are a first rate draftsman, fa- 


miliar with the theory of composition, 
avoid trying to improve ou nature. Do not 
be too anxious to choose an easy subject for 
landscape wprk, us yon therefore betray 
lack of talent und self reliance. 


A picture should never look labored. 1} 


it be overworked, it will have a heavy, life- 
less appearance. 


It is wrong t», say that we paint things 


as we see them. Did we do so, we should 
have to compete with nature. Flat and 
simple parts may be rendered realistically, 
but no pailiter cim model the larger forms 
with equal force; therefore all the lesser do- 
tails must harmonise with the larger. De- 
tails may enliven, but they do not produce 
u graceful picture. 


The choice of material often puzzles the 


beginner. To begin, The Art Amateur, au- 
thority for the foregoing useful items, ad- 
vi&es that water colors are infinitely better 
suited for sketching than oils. If for no 
other reason, they should be used ou ac 
count of the, facili I y w ith which the sketches 
can be carried, and also because so iruch 
paraphernalia is not necessary. A What- 
man sketching block, n water bottle with n 
tin cup, a box of colors, a pencil and a few 
brushes is all that is absolutely necessary"' 
An easel and stool can perfectly well be 
done without if the student does not wish 
to be burdened with them.

sists of sprays of \vbit» clematis. The tea 
doily tsbeiriatitched a»tt has the t'nitiftl of 
tbe owner embroidered on one corner. An- 
other tea cloth is of cornflower blue linen, 
on wliicli u graceful design of daisies, grass 
and dragon files is carried out in white flax. 
The effect is excellent. 


Tea clotbs and dollies of brilliant coloring 


are quite popular, as, for exau^ple,» yuUevr 
tejt cloth, Wit,h a toiler of uaSfcnrtlumlj iij 
cut 6l- Jfafeiaij ercmroiderr, carried out 1ft 
shades of apricot, pink and green. 
The 


graceful leaf edge is button liofecl, and tbe 
doilies match. The combination of colors 
is artistic and delicate. 
lu simpler style is an attractive tea cloth 


of white liiien, with a border pf geranium 
pink lawn; sprays of white chrysanthe- 
tivuma tied with pink rjbboa are embroi- 
dered in the corners. *fhe same design is 
ulso worked most effectively In white and 
Lino on a prettily hemstitched ..<Jgyer of 
white fancy damask. 


Among the rooro elaborate tea cloths is 


"The Poppy," worked on rose pink linen, 
with hemstitched border, the design being 
poppies interwoven with ribbon, carried 
out in various shades of rose pink and dull 
green flat. T,h« doilies thab ap« used with 
this cover are in the form of a large, open 
poppy, handsomely embroidered to match. 


One more cloth, also elaborate, bus a cen- 


ter of ivory silk brocade, edged with a deep, 
handsome border of plain silk to mutch. 
Peeping out from the border are bnncbenof 
trailing California clematis, embroidered in 
pale yellow, green and orange silks. '.The 
effect is most novel. 


Celery on Toact. 


Ip preparing celery for the table iniysb. of 


the fresh, tender, «reen part is thrown 
away. An exchange gives a recipe fpr ma Ic- 
ing a most nppetiaina dish with it. Wa»b 
these waste portions and cut in piecesabout 
three-fourths of an incli long and put it in 
a saucepan with a little water to boil, let- 
ting it feiuamer for an hour and a half or 
two hours, adding a pinch of salt. Let the 
water boil nearly put, then add a little 
cream, a small piece of butter and a little 
flour or. corastarch wob with water. Tiie 
cornstarch is much more delicate, although 
some people seem to prefer flour. Whtn 
done this should bo like a thick batter. 
Slices of toast may be prepared and the hot 
celery put upon them, a large spoonful to a 
slice. A tiny bit of butter and the least 
possible dash of pepper may be added; then 
send to the table and servo immediately. 


Good For Cleaning: White Fun. 


The fact that white fur/sare now all the 


fashion gives interest to this recipe: Heat 
bran in a clean saucepan until it is very 
hot, keeping it continually stirred to pre- 
vent it burning or discoloring.' Shake the 
fur well and spread it on the floor or a 
table, rub the b6t bran thoroughly into it 
with the hand, shake it again, apply more 
hot bran, rubbing all over and very hard; 
an the bran appears to be dirty, shake it off 
and add fresh. After a few applications 
the fur will look fresh and clean; brush it 
well when done to remove all the bran. 


Sago Pudding In Two Style*. 


The "old man of Tobago,1' who lived 


upon sago, might have bad his pudding in 
one of two ways, says Good Housekeeping. 
First boil » cupful of sago in a quart of wa- 
ter. Pour it over apples that have been 
pared and stewed a little, and bake half an 
hour. Or if his doctor forbade apples, he 
might have had 4 spoonfuls of sago boiled 
in a pint and a half of new milk, sweetened 
and flavored with cinnamon and baked 
slowly.

A Mistaken Idea About a Cyclone—The 


Camels Hump—Sand Paper on Trees— 
Other Mutters. 


Take a sheet of cardboard and dotibleit 


in hall along its greatest length. In one of 
the two leaves thus obtained cut out a four 
pointed atar, the one pair of rays being ver- 
tical, .and the other,of course horizontal. 
Fold down this leaf upon, the other and 
trace with a punoil the outline of the star 
upon tho second leaf.

of ifca diagonals) and naalce this point the 
center of a second star, also four pointeJ, 
bat whose diagonals shall make an angle 
of 45 degrees with those of the first star. 


Aftur haviiiK traced tho outlino of tho 


second star you must cut it out carefully 
and place the perforated cardboard on 
a table, whereon are two lighted caii- 
dlcs of tho same heiglit, and in front of a 
sheet of white cartridge paper fixed to the 
wall and foriuinpt tho necessary "screen." 
You must so regulate the angle formed by 
the two leaves of the cardboard that iu the 
middle of the shadow which it throws on 
the screen the Vnminoun shapes of twostara 
shall lie, one upon the other, producing tho 
effect of a siutfle luminous eight poiuted 
star. 
If you now cover one of the two openings 


with a piece of colored glass—green, for ex- 
ample—you will have a tricolored star. 
The eight external points will be red tiiid 
green alternately, and a smaller eight 
pointed stur in white will appear in the 
center of the image. The piece of colored 
glass may be replaced by a wine glass filled 
with variously colored liquids. 


The Camol'a Hump. 


Many of the old time scientists, even 


down to the ditto of Button, who shared in 
the belief, supposed tho camel's hump to bo 
a badge of servitude, a deformity which 
had been produced by the harsh treatment 
and excessive loads to which the poor ani- 
rnal was subjected through the many cen- 
turies during which he had been employed 
in the service of his hard taskmaster—man. 
Further investigation has proved, accord- 
ing to a writer in Popular Science News, 
that the backbone of the camel is as 
straight as that of other quadrupeds, and 
the hump to bo but *in other of those wonder- 
ful provisions for its preservation and com- 
fort with which this animal is so lavishly 
endowed by nature. 


The hump is composed of ptire fat, a 


reservoir laid by in time of plenty, upon 
whose resources the creature can draw at 
such times as it finds it difficult or impos- 
sible to procure a {sufficient supply of food. 
It is to the hump that the camel is indebted 
for his marvelous powers of abstinence dur- 
ing long periods of continued exertion, and 
for its capability of existing for still greater 
lengths of time upon the scantiest of fare. 
Under thestressof such need the fatty mass 
is gradually absorbed into the system, 
which is thus supported during the absence 
of other nutriment/. While this process is 
goiun on the hump gradually dwindles, 
until its diminished size tells with silent 
eloquence that the limit of the camel's en- 
durance has been reached. 


After such an experience or before start- 


ing out upon a journey tho Arab fjives his 
camel a period of training. In proportion 
to the severity of the strain, from two to 
four months of rest and plenty will bo the 
time required for recuperation. Then the 
index of the hump will be at its largest, 
thus indicating that tho beast has agaia at- 
tained to its best condition. 


Sclinobelite, tlio ?few Explosive. 


Yet another smokeless powder has been 


invented and put to the test. The inventor 
is M. 1'Abbo Schncbelin, who recently gave 
a trial of bis new explosive at Nunhead, 
says an. English journal. In. tho first place 
the abbe made some of his powder in the 
presence of the crowd. Taking some of tho 
powder in its manufactured state, tho abbe 
placed ib on nu anvil. He commenced by 
hitting the grains with a hammer, but the 
concussion did nothing but grind the pow- 
der finer. Friction, too, was proved to have 
no effect upon the substance, and then the 
abbo applied a lighted match to a small 
heap of it. Not evan a blade of grass was 
blown up. Tho powder burned with a 
bright light, but without the least defla- 
gration. Nothing short of a hermetically 
sealed quantity is susceptible to concussion. 
The cartridges were made up with a gov- 
ernment bullet, tho range was 100 yards, 
Mid the bullet went through an eighth-inch 
plate of Bessemer steel, and through four 
inches of the wood against which the plate 
rested. This, too, was with the sporting 
powder, which is not nearly so strong as 
the concentrated or warfare powder. 


A Mistaken Idea About a Cyclone. 


The theory that a cyclone forms a vacvram 


Is absurd, according to an exchange, which 
(ays: Withdraw air from a glass jar with 
>n air pump, and a feather within the 
facuum formed will drop with the same 
velocity as lead, or, on the other hand, you 
can compress air until it is heavier jto the 
bquara inch than wood, in which case wood 
will float in the air. . The lifting power of a 
cyclone is caused (I) by the compression or 
density of tho air, and (2) by its velocity. 
Combining the power of density with that 
of velocity, which occurs at the center or 
funnel, no power can resist it. The feeling 
of suffocation or difficulty in. breathing 
when near the track of a cyclone is caused 
from the compression of air.

AN INSTRUCTIVE EZPSBIMENT IN 


LI&ET AND COLOR, 


A. Mistaken Idea About a Cyclone—The 


Camels Hump— Sand Paper on Trees— 
Other Blatters. 


Take a shee.t of cardboard and double it 


in hall along ite greatest length. In one of 
the two leaves thus obtained cut out a Jour 
pointed star, the one pair of rays being ver- 
tical, and the bOier, of .course horizontal. 
•Fold down, this'leaf upon the other and 
trace with a pencil the outline of the star 
upon tho second - lenJ:. Mark its center 
(vrhioh v#ill be at the point o£ intersection

of its diagonals) and make this point the 
center of a second star, also four pointed, 
btrt whoso diagonals shall make an angle 
of 45 degrees "with those of the first star. 


After having traced tho outline of tho 


second star you must cut it out carefully 
and place the perforated cardboard on 
a table, whereon are two lighted can- 
dles of tha same height, and in front of a 
sheet of white cartridge paper fixed to the 
wall and .forming the necessary "screen." 
You must so regulate tho angle formed by 
the two leaves of the cardboard that in the 
middle of the shadow which it throws on 
the screen the luminous shapes of two stars 
shall lie, one upon the othor, producing tho 
eifect of a single luminous eight pointed 
star. 


If you now cover one of tha two openings 


with a piece of colored glass—green, for ox- 
.sunple—you will have a tricolored star. 
The eight external points will be red and 
preen alternately, and a smaller eight 
pointed star in white will appear in the 
center of the image. Ths piece of colored 
glass may be replaced by a wine glass filled 
with variously colored liquids. 


Tlie Camel's Hump. 


Many of the old time scientists, even 


down to the date of BufEon, who shared in 
the belief, supposed the camel's hump to ba 
a badge of servitude, a deformity which 
had been produced by the harsh treatment 
and excessive loads to '-which, the poor ani- 
mal was subjected through the many cen- 
turies during which he had been employed 
in "Lhe service of his hard taskmaster—man. 
Further investigation has proved, accord- 
ing to a writer in Popular Science jS'ews, 
that the backbone of .the camel is as 
straight as that of other quadrupeds, and 
the hump to be butanother of those-wonder- 
ful provisions for its preservation and com- 
fort: with which this animal is BO lavishly 
endowed by nature. 


The hump is- composed of pure fat, a 


reservoir laid by in time of plenty, upon 
"whose resources the creature can draw at 
such times BS it finds it difficult or impos- 
sible to procure a sufficient supply of food. 
It is to the hump that the camel is indebted 
Cor his marvelous powers of abstinence dur- 
ing long periods of continued exertion, and 
for iC3 capability of existing for stillgreater 
lengths of time upon the scantiest of fare. 
Under thestressoE such need the fatty mass 
is gradually absorbed into the system, 
which is thus supported during the absence 
of other nutriment. While this process is 
going on the hump gradually dwindles, 
until its diminished size' tells with silent 
eloquence that the limit of the camel's en- 
durance has been reached. 


After such an experience or before start- 


ing out upon a journey the Arab gives his 
camel a period of truininp;- In proportion 
to the severity of the strain, from two to 
four months of rest and plenty will be the 
time required for recuperation. Then tha 
index of the hump will be at its largest, 
thus indicating that the beast has again at- 
tained to its best condition. 


Sclincbelitc, tlio XOTT Explosive. 


Yet another smokeless powder has been 


invented and .put to the test. The inventor 
is M. 1'Abbo Schnebelin, who recently gava 
a trial of his new explosive at Nunhead, 
says an English journal. In tho Erst place 
the abbe mado some 'of his powder in the 
presence of ths crowd. Taking some of the 
powder in its manufactured state, the abbe 
placed it on an anvil. He commenced by 
hitting the grains with a hammer, but tha 
concussion did nothing but grind the pow- 
der finer. Friction, too, was proved to have 
no effect upon the substance, and then the 
abbe applied a lighted match, to a small 
heap of it. Not even a blade of grass was 
blown up. The powder burned with a 
bright light, but without the least defla- 
gration. Nothing short oE a hermetically 
sealed quantity is susceptible to concussion. 
The cartridges were made up with a gov- 
ernment bullet, tho range was 100 yards, 
und the bullet went through an eighth-inch 
plate of Bessemer steel, and through four 
inches o£ the wood against which the plftte 
rested. This, too, was -with the sporting 
powder, which is not nearly so strong as 
the concentrated or warfare powder. 


A Mistaken Idc.i Atoout a Cyclone. 


The theory that a cyclone forms a vacuum 


Is absurd, according to an exchange, which 
lays: Withdraw air from/a glass jar with 
in air pump, .and a feather within the 
facuum formed will drop with the same 
velocity as lead, or, on. the other hand, jou 
can compress air until it is heavier ,to tha 
uritiare inch than wood, in which case wood 
will float in the air. . The lifting power of a 
cydone is caused (.1) by the compression or 
density of the air, and (2) by its velocity. 
Combining the power of density with that 
of velocity, which occurs at the center or 
tunnel, no power can resist it. The feeling 
of suffocation or difficulty .in breathing 
when near the track of a cyclone is canted 
from the compression of.air.
